~ ‘Te must be, to.say the least'of it, annoy- 
ing to the speaker or writor possessed of 
aay degroo-of nefisifivoness, When ho finds 
his plaincs@utatoments, gr ib may be his 
‘most carefolly pro, ighis of fuicy, 
turned into nonsonzo'by“tho substitution or 
omission of a letter in-the printing ; and by 
some unhappy chance it often seoms that 
the mistake is made in just such a manner 
and place as will du the most tnischicf. 
The unlucky poet who wrote, 
flee the pale roartyr in hiv wheet of firo! 

must havo beon completely crushed when 
the line appeared os— 

” See the’pale-martyr in his shirt of fire! 


Wo can sympathise also with the poet 
who, writing of hia love, asserted that he 
had ‘kissed hor undor the silent stars,’ and 
found the compositor made him atate that 
he ‘kicked her under ‘the cellar stairs.’ 
‘Truc, it has been doubted if these two 
poots ever, oxisted ; but others, of less my- 
thologic fame, have sullered us badly at tho 
nds of the. printer. Burns, in a cheap 
edition of his works, is mado to'say, 

Ob, gin my-love were you red nuxe. 


A well-known tomperance lecturer was 
indignant ut finding tho sentiment aserib- 
ed tu him that_‘drunkonness was jolly,’ 
whereas he had declared that it woa ‘folly.’ 

For. the oxplanation of many of these 
Dlunders it is necessary to bear in. mind that 
in setting up tho type the cumpositor has 
tho various Ictters arranged in separate 
division of his casa and sclecta them one by 
one as required. Habit enables him to do 
this with extrome apeed and accuracy ; but 
it will easily be seen that tho presenco of a 
‘wrong letter in o division ur a dip into the 
wrong box thay occasion one of theso un- 
. happy blomiahes. In this manner wo find 

* onta rendered ‘ cata ;’ songs, ‘ tongs ;’ pocts, 
“posta ;’ or a8 onco happened in the report 
of w railway ‘accident, ‘confusions of tho 
limba? for * contusions of the timbs.’. And 
by the substitution vf 7 for h, a newspaper 
report was mado to state: that tha people 
rent the air with their ten thousand 
anouts.” 

Tho blama, howover, docs not alwaya reat 
with the compositor. Incorrect spelling and 
slovenly writing have much-to. answer for, 
especially in thy caso of proper names and 
quotations from foreign languages. Buer- 
jhanve becomes ‘Boershave;’ and Bt tu 
Brute! ‘Eh, tho Brute! Authors should 
yomember that the proof-reader is failible ; 
he is not, a8 is sometimes expected, a 
‘Universal Compentium’ of facts, people, 
places. If a. passage reads clearly and 
grammatically, although conveying any- 
thing but tho sense intended, it is not to bo 
wondered at that the error is often un- 
detected until tov late. Much surprise was 

~ gecasioned by'Sir Archibald Alison, in his 

History of Europe, including amongst the 
persons preaont at.the funeral of the Duke 
of Wellington the name of ‘ Sir Porcgrine 
Pickle.’ ‘Choro can be little doubt that 
the author had made an’ unconscious slip, 
intending to name Sir Peregrine Acton. 
Sir Thomas Brassey having referred in 
a spsech to the Golden Treasury af Songs 
and Lyrics, the compositor transformed the 
litle into tho ‘Golden Troasury of Soups 
and Oynics,’ A report ina Manchester pa- 
per of a recent dramatic performance mon- 
tioned the well-known farce of No. 1’ Round 
the Corner under tha amusing and augges- 
tive titleof ‘No One Round the Curner.’ 

Mistakes in punctuation, such os the 
omission or misplacing of « comma, may 
cause serious alteration to the svnav of a 
passage. The contract made for lighting 
tho town of Liverpool by wick Jamps, dur. 
ing the year 1819, was rendered void by 
tho misplacing of a comma in the advortiee- 
ments, thus: ‘Tho lamps at present are 
about four thueand and tifty, and have in 
general two spouts cach, composed of not 
Toss than twonty threads of cotton,’ The 
contractors would have proceeded to furnish 
each lamp with the said twenty threuds ; 
but this being only half tho usual quantity, 
the Commissioners discovered that the 
difference arose from the comma following, 
instead of preceding, tho word ‘each,’ In 
the following instance, it was no doubt a 
bachelor-compositor who, in setting up the 
toast, ‘ Woman, without her, man would be 
‘a savage!’ got the commn in the wrong 
place, and made .tho sentence read, ‘ Wo- 
than, without hor man, would- bo a 
savage? : :

Such mistakes as above quoted are excep- 
tionul, and the «morning newspaper muy 
now be read weel: after wook with but few 
thiaprints. ° A good example of accuracy in 
printing tables of figares—in which it is 80 
dificult to ‘avoid errurs—may be seen in’ 
Bradshaw's Ruiledy Guide, every thonthly 
purt of which contains from sevdn to eight 
hundred thousand figures. . Astronomical 
and mathomatical tables require great -cara 
in printing, and very few are issued which 
can be relied upon as* absolutely correct, 
Charles Babbage superintended tho prodtic- 
tion of a net of triganometrical tables in 
1827 which perhaps stand unrivalled in this 
respect, They wors prepared for the 
Ordnance Survey of England and Ireland, 
and a limited number uf cophes_ printed—it 
is‘aaid-only thirty, They consist, of tables 
vf logarithms and Jog, sines, tangonts 
cosines: und cotangents, fu every second. 
Roughly apealing, “they contain about six 
millions of figures. The proof-shects were 
revised by several sots of readers, and were 
carefully examinod and compared with 
athor tables no Jess than geven times. Krom 
Mr Tabbage's preface, we learn that after 
the final stereutyping, seven errors wero 
found in the logarithms and one in the 
differences. ‘These being corrected, tho 
stereotyped sheuts wei ung up in the 
Hall at Cambridyo. University, and a re- 
ward offered to any one who could find an 
inaccuracy, Since their first issue in 182%, 
no error has been discovered, and it may 
reasonubly be concluded that they sre 
absolutely currect.
